Preparing Tree* for Winter. 


"The preparation of trees for win- 


ter must not be'iieglected," said,State 
Zoologist H. A. Surface in his office at 
Harrisburg. They, should be examined 
to see if they are infested with'borers 
if the gum st the base of peach, plum 
or apricot trees contain fine grains 
like sawdust, this .shows that the borer 
is at work, and should be removed by 
cutting lengthwise oi the trunk with 
a knife, until the post is louud. No 
more cutting should be done than is 
necessary to lor-ale it. 
If fine, dry saw- 


dust is found on the ground at the 
base of apple, quince or pear Utifcd, 
this indicates that a boier i» at work 
here, which j0 a different species from 
the peach-tree borer. The best way to 
kill this pest is to inject into the hole 
the liquid known as carbon bisulfide, 
using a spring bottom oil can. 


Scrape away any rubbish that may 


be against the tree trunk; cut off as 
closely as possible any suckers or lit- 
tle shoots starting up at, or below the 
surace of the ground; and mound up 
the earth around the tree to the height 
of one-half foot or a foot. Leave no 
place for water to stand over the roots. 
If there are low places, fill them, so 
they will not become little ice ponds. 
The removal ot the rubbish and the 
mounding of the tree are the greatest 
acids toward preventing injury by 
rnice. They also help to prevent win 
ter freezing and loosening the trees by 
winds. Before the leaves drop cut off 
all dead and dying branches. They 
can not readily be seen 
afterward. 


Further pinning of larger living bran- 
cnes may be done alter the tree is fully 
doimant. 


hi most cases it is not best to plow 


orchard ground late in me fail, it is 
liable to result in washing, and also 
in leaching away of the soluble plant 
food. 
Ir the plawing had been done 


in - August or September, and 
the 


ground seeded with a cover crop, like 
crimson closer, rye. oats. vech. or (bet- 
ter; a mixture of vetch and oats or 
rye, it would have been the proper 
treatment. Xow it is better to wait 
until _very early in the spring, and 
then do the plowing and cultivating.

Cattle Dealer .Pleads Guilty. 


Dr. C. J. Marshall. State Veterinari- 


an, reports that Patrick Dacey, of 
Franklin Forks. Susquehanna county, 
has been* fined and ordered to pay the 
costs in the case brought by the State 
Livestock Sanitary Board for bring- 
ing cows into Pennsylvania from New 
York without being inspected in the 
latter State or accompanied by a per- 
mit- This is the second conviction in 
a series of cases Institnted recently 
by the Board against catile dealers 
who persist In trying to evade the in- 
terstate law. 


Fifty cows were recently received 


from another State and when inspect- 
ed SS 3>er cent, were found tuber- 
culous. Tie diseased animals were 
slaughtered under Inspection and the 
3>ost moriem showed all to be well de- 
veloped cases of tuberculosis. 
Nine, 


however, or eighteen per cent-, had 
generalised tuberculosis and thesr car- 
casses were condemned as unfit for 
food. 


Had there been no law requiring in- 


spection of cattle from other States 
these t-vventy-nine diseased cows wo»3d 
have been purchased by a number of 
dairymen and breeders with the re- 
sult that the cattle in our native herds 
would have been exposed to infection 
and eventually become tuberculous. It 
is to prevent Pennsylvania from l>e- 
ing the dumping ground of just such 
diseased cattle that the Board is try- 
ing by the aid of this law to stop.
